To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  upon 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Cardiff  Rural  district  for  the  year  1960. 

In  a circular  No.  1/61  (Wales)  received  from  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  they  have  intimated  the  general  lines  upon  which  the 
annual  report  is  to  be  presented,  and  as  in  former  years  there 
are  sections  dealing  with  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  health 
services,  infectious  diseases,  housing,  sewerage,  public  cleansing, 
food  hygiene  and  atmospheric  pollution. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  was  43,500  and  there 
were  814  births,  but  a high  proportion  of  the  births  take  place 
in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  outside  the  Council’s  district. 
Of  the  814  babies  that  were  born  during  the  year  24  failed  to 
survive  the  first  year  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  29.48 
per  1,000.  The  rate  for  the  county  as  a whole  was  29.49  and 
26.64  for  the  rural  districts  within  the  county. 

The  deaths  of  babies  occurring  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
was  21  giving  a death  rate  of  25.80  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  general  death  rate  was  18.71  per  1,000,  whereas  the  rate 
for  the  whole  county  was  16.32  per  1,000. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  which  were  notified 
during  the  year  was  214  and  of  this  total  105  were  of  measles; 
21  of  scarlet  fever;  15  pneumonia,  and  19  of  dysentery. 

In  only  17  cases  was  it  necessary  for  the  patients  to  be  removed 
o an  infectious  diseases  hospital. 
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The  housing  standards  throughout  the  Council’s  district  are 
continually  being  raised,  and  there  are  now  only  approximately 
37  of  Category  V properties  left,  and  the  reason  for  these 
remaining  is  that  they  are  occupied  by  elderly  couples  who  prefer 
to  remain  in  the  old  home  and  by  some  families  who  prefer  not 
to  be  re-housed. 

More  properties  are  being  better  maintained  and  decorated 
than  was  previously  done  and  this  is  probably  in  consequence  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Rent  Act  in  many  cases. 

Many  of  the  food  shops  throughout  the  district  have  shown 
much  improvement  in  their  appearance,  and  have  become  more 
attractive  by  the  installation  of  new  equipment  such  as  refriger- 
ation, display  windows  and  counters,  and  the  application  of 
higher  standards  of  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  developed  in  the  poultry 
trade  what  is  known  as  the  “broiler  industry”  which  from  quite 
small  beginnings  has  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  several 
thousands  of  birds  are  being  dealt  with  each  week.  Further 
information  on  this  subject  can  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report 
in  the  section  dealing  with  Food  Hygiene. 

During  recent  years  a great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given 
to  atmospheric  pollution  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  there 
have  been  several  improvements  brought  about  by  the  introduction 
of  more  up-to-date  methods  of  heating  boilers  in  some  works 
and  institutions  with  a consequence  of  less  smoke  and  grit  in  the 
atmosphere,  but  there  are  still  several  points  about  the  district 
which  require  observation  for  the  control  of  smoke  and  dust 
emissions. 

The  Council’s  district  has  many  miles  of  its  southern 
boundary  on  the  Bristol  Channel  and  it  is  along  this  sea  board 
that  a number  of  caravans  sites  have  been  established,  in  all  there 
are  at  least  1,300  caravans  distributed  over  eight  sites. 

The  standard  of  caravan  is  generally  very  high  and  it  is 
noticeable  that  each  year  the  caravan  are  becoming  larger  and 
more  elaborate  in  their  furnishings  and  fittings. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 
came  into  force  as  from  29th  August,  1960,  and  brings  in  a new 
licensing  system  for  caravans  which  should  meet  with  general 
approval  by  all  who  are  concerned  in  this  mode  of  living  or  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  a holiday. 
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The  question  of  beach  pollution  attracted  considerable 
attention  and  publicity  during  the  year  and  as  regards  the 
Council’s  district  and  particularly  the  coastal  waters  which  are 
much  frequented  by  visitors  for  the  purposes  of  bathing  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  our  numerous  bathing  beaches  in  a satisfactory 
state.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  have  not  been  any 
cases  of  infectious  disease  which  could  be  definitely  associated 
with  bathing  within  our  district. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  body  of  the  report  there  has  been 
progress  during  the  year  in  the  provision  of  new  houses;  extensions 
of  water  supplies,  sewerage  schemes,  making-up  of  roads,  in  fact 
those  things  which  help  to  make  for  a healthy  and  happier  way 
of  life  and  there  has  been  a reduction  of  those  diseases  which 
used  to  be  of  such  importance  such  as  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
typhoid,  tuberculosis,  some  of  which  are  now  almost  eliminated.

Birth  Rate 

Of  the  814  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  only  271 
took  place  within  the  district,  i.e.  33  %.  In  1959  it  was  also  33  %; 
thus  continuing  the  trend  showing  that  it  has  become  more  general 
for  confinements  to  take  place  in  maternity  hospitals  or  nursing 
homes  rather  than  in  the  home. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

The  rate  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  was  18.71  in  1960;  for 
other  rural  districts  it  was  17.33  and  for  the  Administrative 
County  the  rate  was  16.32. 

Neonatal  Mortality 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  {i.e.,  the  deaths  of  children  in  the 
first  four  weeks  of  life)  was  25.80  compared  with  19.30  for  other 
rural  districts  and  21.45  for  the  Administrative  County.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 


Public  Health  Laboratory  Facilities 

Examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  ice-cream,  milk  and  water  samples  are  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

Chemical  analysis  of  sewage  effluents,  water  samples,  ice 
cream  and  tests  for  atmospheric  pollution  are  undertaken  by  the 
Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  same  address.

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  district  are  able  to  use  the  service 
of  the  Health  Department  in  securing  the  removal  of  infectious 
disease  cases,  where  necessary,  and  their  accommodation  in 
hospital.  On  request,  the  Health  Department  contacts  the 
appropriate  hospital  and  arranges,  through  the  County  Ambulance 
Service,  for  an  ambulance  to  be  provided. 
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(c)  Tuberculosis  Clinics 

There  are  four  centres  at  which  patients  from  your  district  can 
attend  for  examination  and  or  treatment.  They  are  situated  at 
No.  20  Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff;  “Glenview,”  Court  House  Street, 
Pontypridd;  The  Amy  Evans  Memorial  Hospital,  Barry;  and  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  at  9 Castle  Street,  Cardiff. 

At  these  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physicians.  The  examinations  are  not 
confined  to  persons  who  are  actually  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
but  a large  number  of  contacts  also  are  examined  so  that  any 
evidence  of  tubercular  infection  may  be  detected  as  early  as 
possible,  so  giving  the  patients  a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  years  past  in  all  notifications  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  examine  the  milk  supply  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 


Up  until  the  1st  April  of  this  year  the  Rural  District’s  water 
supply  was  controlled  by  several  water  undertakings  including 
the  Cardiff  Corporation;  Barry  Corporation;  Rhymney  Valley 
Water  Board;  and  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The 
Council  owned  two  small  reservoirs,  one  at  Pentyrch  and  one  at 
Rudry,  they  also  owned  the  mains  pipes  in  several  parishes  which 
conveyed  water  purchased  in  bulk  from  various  undertakings. 
The  standard  of  bacterial  purity  in  each  of  the  supplies  has  been 
satisfactory  with  only  a few  samples  falling  slightly  below  standard 
during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  water  shortage  and  water 
pressure  generally  throughout  the  district  is  good. 

The  District  Council’s  water  undertaking,  except  that  in  the 
parishes  of  Van,  Rudry  and  Rhydygwern  was  amalgamated  with 
that  of  Cardiff  Corporation  on  the  1st  April,  1960. 

The  parishes  of  Van,  Rudry  and  Rhydygwern  are  the  only 
remaining  areas  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  statutory 
water  authority  and  in  these  parishes  the  water  undertaking  is 
now  being  administered  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board 
on  behalf  of  the  District  Council.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  water 
undertaking  in  the  parishes  of  Van,  Rudry  and  Rhydygwern,  will 
be  amalgamated  with  the  new  Taff  Fechan  Water  Board  when 
this  is  set  up  later  in  1961. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  have  been 
taken  regularly  from  each  of  the  supplies  provided  for  your 
district.  A total  of  297  samples  was  examined  during  the  year 
under  review,  and  of  this  number  278  were  reported  satisfactory 
and  19  unsatisfactory.  The  19  samples  were  from  very  small 
supplies  where  in  two  of  the  supplies  regular  chlorination  is  not 
in  operation  due  to  the  high  standard  of  purity  of  the  springs 
concerned.  When  unsatisfactory  samples  are  reported  it  is  the 
practice  to  carry  out  an  inspection  and  to  apply  additional 
chlorination  if  considered  necessary. 

Repeat  samples  in  each  of  the  19  cases  quoted  proved 
satisfactory.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  new  and 
extending  existing  sewers  in  the  Council’s  district  during  the  past 
ten  years  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  another  parish,  that  of 
Wenvoe,  may  now  appreciate  the  advantages  of  modern  drainage 
facilities,  since  the  scheme  for  Wenvoe  was  virtually  completed 
in  1960. 


There  are  still  too  many  cesspits  in  the  Council’s  district  and 
the  nuisances  associated  with  this  type  of  drainage  are  all  too 
familiar,  particularly  to  those  dependant  on  this  system.  The 
standard  type  of  cesspit  built  in  accordance  with  the  byelaws 
requires  to  be  emptied  at  frequent  intervals  to  provide  efficient 
drainage  and  prevent  nuisances.  Provision  of  a sewer  in  Wenvoe 
will  eliminate  many  nuisances  from  overflowing  cesspits.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  a sewer  is  being  provided  for  the  village 
of  Creigiau  where  many  of  the  cesspits  provided  for  new  properties 
are  situated  near  the  main  throroughfare  and  in  many  cases  are 
a source  of  nuisance  from  overflow  and  offensive  smell.  There 
is  a need  for  sewerage  facilities  in  The  Drope  area  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Georges  where  drainage  facilities  and  provision  of  sanitary 
accommodation  falls  far  short  of  a desirable  standard.  I note 
that  it  is  intended  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  village  during  the 
year  1961. 


The  heavy  rainfall  on  3rd  and  4th  December,  1960,  caused 
the  River  Taff,  the  Rhymney  River  and  hillside  streams  to  over- 
flow their  banks  and  resulted  in  flooding  many  dwellinghouses 
in  the  Council’s  district.  The  districts  most  affected  were 
Rhydygwern,  Tongwynlais,  St.  Fagans  and  Peterston-super-Ely. 
A total  of  thirty  dwellings  was  flooded,  some  of  them  for  a depth 
of  several  feet.  One  premises,  a temporary  structure  erected 
about  50  years  ago  and  occupied  as  a dwelling  was  damaged 
beyond  repair.  Every  effort  was  made  to  assist  the  victims  with 
cleansing  soiled  carpets,  restoring  soiled  decorations  and  in  some 
cases  with  repairs  to  damaged  buildings.  Some  of  them  were 
given  an  allowance  to  cover  the  cost  of  additional  fires  for  drying 
out  the  premises,  and  the  loss  caused  to  furniture,  etc.,  was 
compensated  to  within  reasonable  limits.

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Sewerage  Schemes  carried  out  in  1960. 


Wenvoe 

The  Wenvoe  Sewerage  Scheme  was  virtually  completed  in 
1960  and  good  progress  made  in  connecting  houses  to  the  sewers. 
The  sewage  disposal  works  was  put  into  operation  in  February, 
1960. 

Hollybush  Road,  Llanedeyrn 

The  sewerage  scheme  to  which  a number  of  houses  in  Holly- 
bush  Road,  Llanedeyrn,  were  connected  to  main  drainage  in 
order  to  obviate  the  use  of  unsatisfactory  cesspits  and  small  filter 
plants  was  commenced  in  March,  1960. 

St.  Fagans  Sewerage  Scheme  Extension 

The  extension  of  the  St.  Fagans  Sewerage  Scheme  to  serve 
the  areas  immediately  south  of  the  railway  and  the  River  Ely  was 
carried  out  in  1960. 

Whitchurch 

Because  of  flooding  by  foul  sewers  in  Court  Close,  Whitchurch, 
and  by  surface  water  at  a number  of  houses  on  Heol  Gabriel, 
Whitchurch,  temporary  works  were  carried  out  in  order  to  remove 
the  danger  of  flooding  at  these  premises. 

Sewerage  Schemes  proposed  for  the  Financial  Year  1960-61 

It  is  hoped  to  commence  the  following  sewerage  schemes  in 
the  year  1960-61. 

1.  Creigiau  Sewerage  Scheme  which  will  be  designed  to  provide 
main  drainage  for  the  village  of  Creigiau. 

2.  Pantbach  Foul  Sewer  Relief  Scheme  which  will  be  designed 
to  prevent  flooding  from  the  present  foul  sewer  which  serves  the 
Pantbach  Road  area  and  also  part  of  the  area  inside  the  Cardiff 
Corporation  boundary.  This  scheme  is  a joint  scheme  with  the 
Cardiff  Corporation. 

3.  Heol-y-Gors  Surface  Water  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  scheme 
will  provide  an  adequate  surface  water  outfall  for  the  surface 
water  sewers  serving  the  Philog,  Heol-y-Gors  and  Heol  Gabriel 
areas  of  Whitchurch. 

4.  Swanbridge.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
at  Swanbridge  has  been  deferred  for  12  months. 
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It  is  also  intended  to  prepare  the  following  schemes  during 
1961  for  execution  during  1962-63: — 

1.  Pentyrch 

The  extension  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  arrange- 
ments in  order  to  allow  development  to  take  place  in  the  Penygarn 
area  of  the  Parish  of  Pentyrch. 

2.  St.  Andrews 

An  outline  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  provide  relief  sewers  for  the 
foul  drainage  of  Dinas  Powis.  This  scheme  is  designed  to  dispose 
of  the  sewage  at  a sewage  disposal  works  and  thus  avoid  the 
discharge  of  the  sewage  from  this  area  into  the  sea  by  the  sewers 
of  the  Barry  Corporation.  It  is  also  intended  to  prepare  schemes 
for  the  sewerage  of  the  villages  of  St.  Georges,  St.  Nicholas,  and 
for  the  Sully  Road  area  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrews. 

Privy  Conversion  Scheme 

No  privy  conversion  schemes  were  carried  out  during  1960. 


BEACH  POLLUTION 

Considerable  interest  was  aroused  during  the  year  in  con- 
nection with  the  possible  health  risks  of  bathing  in  sewage 
polluted  coastal  waters. 

In  January  1 reported  upon  the  Medical  Research  Council’s 
Memorandum  No.  37  which  suggested  that  with  the  possible 
exception  of  a few  aesthetically  revolting  beaches  around  the 
coast  of  England  and  Wales  the  risk  to  health  of  bathing  in 
sewage  contaminated  sea-water  can  for  all  practical  purposes 
be  ignored. 

Following  the  reporting  of  the  contents  of  this  memorandum 
to  the  Health  Committee,  the  Chairman  and  1 attended  a meeting 
as  representatives  of  the  Council  to  discuss  this  matter  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Health 
in  London  on  23rd  February,  1960.  In  addition  to  this.  Professor 
Scott  Thomson  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  was 
invited  to  provide  the  Council  with  the  benefit  of  his  experience 
and  the  Public  Works  Committee  was  also  requested  to  investigate 
the  physical  aspects  of  this  matter.  Subsequently,  I was  informed 
by  Professor  Scott  Thomson  that  the  investigations  made  by  him 
of  a beach  in  the  Council’s  district  in  the  summer  of  1953  and  th9 
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spring  of  1954  indicated  that  the  evidence  of  pollution  which 
was  found  there  had  been  caused  not  by  the  Cardiff  main  outfall 
sewer  but  by  two  small  drains  leading  to  the  sea,  one  of  which 
emanated  from  a caravan  site. 

As  a result  of  the  attendance  of  myself  and  the  Chairman  at 
the  London  meeting  the  Committee  recommended  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  secure  publicity  in  the  press  for  a campaign 
against  sea  pollution  and  for  the  invitation  of  members  of  the 
public  to  write  to  the  Council  giving  details  of  sea  pollution 
which  they  had  witnessed. 

In  order  to  assist  in  this  campaign  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  Dr.  Frank  Rutter,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  I met  the  Editor  of  the  Western  Mail  who  readily  agreed  to 
co-operate  with  the  Council. 

During  May  a letter  was  received  from  the  Coastal  Anti- 
Pollution  League  which  stated  that  the  League  was  in  the  process 
of  compiling  a list  of  clean  bathing  beaches  along  the  coast  of 
England  and  Wales  and  with  the  permission  of  the  Council  the 
questionnaire  which  the  League  enclosed  was  duly  completed. 

Further  consideration  to  this  matter  was  given  in  June  when 
it  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  evident  that  any  action  which  might 
be  taken  by  the  Council  alone  was  hardly  likely  to  improve  the 
general  position  in  the  Bristol  Channel  as  the  Council  was  only 
responsible  for  a very  small  proportion  of  the  volume  of  the 
sewage  discharged  into  the  Channel.  If  this  problem  was  to  be 
solved  concerted  action  would  have  to  be  taken  by  the  local 
authorities  discharging  sewage  into  the  Channel  and  it  was 
recommended  that  the  Surveyor  and  myself  should  prepare  a 
report  on  what  steps  could  be  taken  to  improve  the  outfalls  at 
Fontygary  and  Rhoose  and  to  deal  with  the  sewage  problem  at 
St.  Andrews  and  at  the  same  time  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  write 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Welsh  Parliamentary  Party  and  the  local 
member  of  Parliament  requesting  them  to  raise  this  matter  with 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  order  to  secure 
a solution  to  the  problem  of  pollution  which  exists  in  the  Bristol 
Channel. 

Finally,  in  October  I reported  to  the  Health  Committee  that 
I had  in  conjunction  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  investigated 
the  question  of  beach  pollution  in  relation  to  the  Council’s  sewer 
outfalls  at  Rhoose  and  Fontygary  Bay.

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The  beach  at  Station  Road,  Rhoose,  had  been  inspected  but 
no  evidence  of  contamination  was  observed  and  no  complaints 
had  been  received  regarding  pollution  in  this  area.  The  Com- 
mittee were  informed  that  a workman  who  had  been  employed 
on  the  beach  for  many  years  to  control  the  valve  for  the  pumping 
of  sea-water  to  the  generating  plant  at  the  cement  works  stated 
that  he  had  not  seen  any  evidence  of  contamination  during  the 
whole  period  of  his  employment  and  that  as  regards  Fontygary 
Bay  inspections  had  been  carried  out  and  no  contamination  was 
observed. 

Enquiries  had  been  made  since  the  early  summer  but  no 
evidence  was  obtained  to  support  the  view  that  there  might  have 
been  contamination  of  the  beach  near  the  sewer  outfall  and  no 
complaint  of  contamination  had  been  made  to  the  Council. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  considered  that  the  Council 
would  not  be  justified  in  carrying  out  any  new  works  at  the 
present  time  but  we  undertook  to  keep  under  review  the  possibility 
of  contamination  from  these  outfalls. 


DOMESTIC  PESTS 

Fleas 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  complaints  were  received  of 
infestations  of  fleas  in  any  properties  in  the  Council’s  area  during 
this  year. 

Bed  Bugs 

Only  one  complaint  was  received  of  an  infestation  of  bed 
bugs  in  a Council  house  and  on  investigation  a minor  infestation 
was  found  to  exist  which  was  treated  successfully. 

Ants 

A few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  and  where 
the  complainants  were  living  in  Council  houses  some  assistance 
was  given  with  the  provision  of  insecticide.  In  other  cases  advice 
was  given  as  to  suitable  methods  of  treatment. 

Wasps 

In  previous  years  requests  for  assistance  in  the  destruction 
of  wasps  were  frequently  received  in  the  department  and  assistance 
was  normally  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 
However,  in  view  of  the  question  of  the  cost  of  the  material  and 
labour  it  was  decided  in  order  to  regularise  the  position  to  obtain 
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the  directions  of  the  Health  Committee  on  the  method  of  handling 
this  problem  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  neighbouring 
authorities  treated  the  problem  in  varying  ways,  some  providing 
advice  only  whilst  others  carried  out  the  treatment  either  free  of 
charge  or  upon  reimbursement  of  costs  incurred.  The  Council 
decided  that  in  the  case  of  this  authority  the  service  of  destroying 
wasps  nests  should  be  undertaken  by  the  department  upon  request 
by  any  resident  and  that  no  charge  should  be  made  during  the 
first  twelve  months  of  the  operation  of  the  service;  the  position  to 
be  reviewed  at  the  end  of  this  period. 

During  the  year  eleven  wasps’  nests  were  successfully 
destroyed  and  many  of  the  occupiers  expressed  their  great 
appreciation  of  this  service  provided  by  the  Council. 

Cockroaches 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 


Flies 

A number  of  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  and  the 
arrangement  here  is  that  the  Council  is  reimbursed  for  the  cost 
of  material  and  travel.  Amongst  the  number  of  premises  treated 
a number  of  extremely  difficult  problems  were  encountered,  two 
of  which  concerned  the  extensive  breeding  of  flies  in  the  box 
windows  of  a large  house  which  was  being  turned  into  a rest  home 
for  aged  persons,  and  in  another  case  where  a very  large  infestation 
occurred  in  the  roof  space  above  a house  which  had  been  insulated 
against  heat  loss  by  the  infilling  of  the  roof  space. 

Other  Pests 

Many  types  of  domestic  pest  problems  are  dealt  with  by  the 
department  during  the  year  and  in  each  case  we  have  been  able  to 
give  advice  as  to  the  method  of  treatment  or  agencies  available 
for  treatment  (where  this  is  not  provided  by  the  Council)  to 
householders. 

Rodent  Control 

Details  of  the  rodent  control  service  carried  out  during  the 
year  are  set  out  in  the  table  below.  The  volume  of  work  has 
remained  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  previous  years  but  nearly 
two  years  experience  has  now  been  gained  by  the  department  in 
handling  the  rat  and  mouse  contract  services  which  were  taken 
over  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on 
1st  April,  1959,  and  it  appears  by  the  number  of  renewals  and  new 
contracts  entered  into  by  the  occupiers  of  agricultural  premises 
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in  the  district  that  the  service  provided  by  the  Council  is  satis- 
factory. Warfarin  is  now  used  exclusively  for  treatments  both 
at  private  houses  and  farms  and  business  premises  and  your 
rodent  operatives  each  year  are  fortunate  in  being  permitted  by 
the  Council  to  attend  annually  a refresher  course  of  instruction 
which  keeps  them  up  to  date  with  the  latest  developments  evolved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  continue  to  operate  an  efficient  refuse  collection 
service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  weekly  collections  are 
made  in  every  parish  and  trad<rrefuse  is  collected  wherever  possible. 
With  such  a service  in  operation  there  is  no  reason  whatsoever 
for  any  accumulation  of  refuse  in  any  back  garden,  lane,  or  on 
common  land.  There  has,  however,  been  a tendency  of  late,  for 
traders,  presumably  decorators,  builders  and  contractors  of  various 
types  operating  on  a small  scale  to  deposit  their  trade  waste  on 
roadside  openings  such  as  we  have  on  the  Pentrebane  Road, 
St.  Fagans,  Leckwith  Hill  and  near  the  Ynys  at  Gwaelodygarth. 
Notice  boards  have  been  erected  on  two  of  the  sites  but  tipping 
continues  in  spite  of  the  warning  notices.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  locate  the  offenders  and  it  is  recommended  that  legal 
proceedings  under  the  provision  of  the  Litter  Act  be  taken  against 
any  offender  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council.  The  provision 
of  refuse  bins  on  payment  of  3d.  per  week,  added  to  the  weekly 
rental  until  the  bin  has  been  paid  for,  in  the  case  of  Council 
houses,  meets  with  general  approval.  A scheme  whereby  private 
householders  may  obtain  a bin  on  payment  of  5/-  per  annum, 
paid  with  the  rate  demand  is  now  operating  very  smoothly  ana 
it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices 
on  any  owner  or  occupier  requiring  the  provision  of  a refuse  bin. 
It  is  estimated  that  80%  of  the  dwelling  houses  throughout  the 
district  are  provided  with  a regulation  type  of  bin. 
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A compromise  is  made  in  the  case  of  old  age  pensioners  and 
others  who  prefer  to  provide  an  improvised  bin  approaching  the 
Regulation  standard. 

The  refuse,  collected  in  suitably  covered  waggons,  is  disposed 
of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  old  quarries  or  on  land 
unsuitable  for  any  other  purpose.  A few  complaints  of  offensive 
smells,  fly  and  rat  infestation  were  received  during  the  year  and 
these  were  promptly  and  successfully  treated. 

The  Council  take  an  active  part  in  the  Anti-Litter  Campaign 
directed  from  the  Central  Office  of  Information  who  provide  anti- 
litter posters  and  literature  from  time  to  time.  Litter  bins  or 
baskets  have  been  sited  on  seaside  beaches,  common  land,  near 
recreation  fields,  streets  and  shopping  centres.  The  bins  and 
baskets  are  made  good  use  of  by  the  general  public. 

A list  showing  where  bins  and  baskets  are  sited  appears  below 
and  members  m.ay  wish  to  suggest  further  places  where  bins,  baskets 
or  notice  boards  may  serve  a useful  purpose.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  private  or  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Council’s 
district  but  portions  of  the  Rivers  Ely  and  Taff  are  used  by  young 
bathers  during  the  Summer  months. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A high  standard  of  atmospheric  purity  is  a public  health 
necessity  and  it  must  be  our  aim  to  achieve  this  objective. 

A variety  of  industries  situated  in  the  rural  district  are  capable 
of  causing  much  atmospheric  pollution  particularly  from  dust 
arising  in  the  process  of  manufacture.  This  in  particular  applies 
to  dolomite  and  cement  which  are  produced  on  a fairly  large 
scale  in  the  rural  district. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  of  black  smoke  from  any 
industry  throughout  the  year  and  1 must  point  out  the  improvement 
in  the  Whitchurch  area,  since  the  hospital  converted  their  boiler 
firing  system  from  solid  fuel  to  oil. 

The  question  of  deciding  the  height  of  stack  to  be  provided 
for  a space  heating  boiler  installed  at  the  old  Melingriffith  Works 
received  careful  consideration  having  regard  to  the  low  lying  site 
of  the  works  and  hospital  premises  in  the  area.  The  National 
Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  were  very  co-operative  in

dealing  with  the  technical  detail  associated  with  this  problem. 
It  was  finally  decided  to  approve  a chimney  stack  of  75ft.  provided 
with  cyclone  dust  arrestor,  smoke  alarm,  and  underfeed  stoker 
firing  plant.  I am  happy  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  evidence 
of  smoke  or  dust  from  this  plant  since  its  installation  over  a year 
ago. 

Dolomite  Manufacture 

The  Dolomite  works  at  Gwaelodygarth  gives  rise  to  nuisances 
from  dust  and  fume  particularly  when  three  or  more  kilns  are  in 
operation.  This  matter  has  been  receiving  attention  for  the  past 
few  years  and  a substantial  sum  of  money  has  been  spent  by  the 
firm  in  scientific  research  and  experimental  plant  in  an  effort  to 
solve  the  problem.  A meeting  with  the  consultants  of  the 
Company  was  held  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  they  explained 
several  difficulties  they  were  experiencing  with  the  wet  arrestor 
type  of  dust  arrestor  used  at  the  Gwaelodygarth  plant,  and  that 
they  were  not  hopeful  of  an  early  solution  to  the  problem.  The 
consultants  later  had  a meeting  with  the  Health  Committee  when 
merits  and  demerits  of  other  advanced  types  of  grit  and  dust 
arrestor  plant  were  discussed  and  the  consultants  emphasised  that 
a high  capital  cost  would  not  deter  their  consideration  of  any 
process  although  they  may  be  forced  to  abandon  consideration 
of  equipment  where  running  costs  were  uneconomic.  It  was 
suggested  that  meetings  to  discuss  progress  might  be  held  at 
intervals  of  six  months  and  oftener  if  necessary  so  that  the  Council 
would  be  kept  informed  of  the  course  of  the  investigations. 

Since  then,  however,  a material  known  as  magnesite  has 
appeared  on  the  market  in  competition  with  dolomite  as  a 
refractory  material  for  repairing  and  lining  molten  metal  furnaces. 
This,  it  is  stated,  has  had  a profound  effect  on  production  at  the 
Gwaelodygarth  plant  where  only  two  of  the  seven  kilns  have  been 
in  operation  for  several  months. 

When  only  two  kilns  are  in  operation,  the  amount  of  dust 
and  fume  is  very  little,  consequently,  no  complaints  of  either  dust 
or  fume  have  been  received  for  several  months.  Nevertheless, 
the  Company  are  proceeding  with  alterations  to  their  kilns  and 
are  experimenting  with  additives  with  a view  to  eliminating  both 
fume  and  dust  from  the  process  of  manufacture.  It  is  difficult 
to  forecast  any  finality  to  this  problem. 

Penarth  Cement  Works 

During  1960  observations  were  carried  out  from  time  to  time 
of  the  emissions  from  the  stack  at  the  Penarth  Cement  Works. 
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No  further  recordings  of  dust  and  emission  of  SO^  have  been 
made  since  they  were  discussed  in  March  1959.  The  recordings 
up  to  that  date  indicated  that  the  amount  of  emissions  from  this 
works  were  very  low  and  after  consultations  between  the  Council 
and  the  adjoining  authority  namely,  Penarth  Urban  District 
Council  it  was  agreed  that  no  further  action  be  taken  for  the 
tim.e  being.  Both  authorities  were  informed  that  the  management 
were  taking  all  reasonable  precautions  against  atmospheric 
pollution  and  this  was  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Van  Locomotive  Works 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  complaints  were  received 
from  residents  of  Van  Terrace  regarding  smoke  emissions  from 
the  chimney  stacks  of  stationary  boiler  plant  and  the  blacksmith’s 
shop  at  the  above  works.  Following  the  first  of  these  complaints 
a change  was  made  in  the  type  of  fuel  used  and  this  brought  about 
a considerable  improvement  in  the  condition.  In  the  second  case 
the  trouble  was  due  to  a mechanical  breakdown  and  was  of  a very 
temporary  nature. 


CAMPING  SITES 

There  has  been  one  addition  to  the  number  of  licensed 
camiping  sites  during  the  year,  so  that  the  number  licensed  by 
the  Council  is  now  thirteen.

Note — (H)  Holiday  Sites.  (R)  Residential  Sites 
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The  Council’s  policy  towards  camping  and  caravanning  in 
general  has  been  as  in  the  past  to  control  the  conditions  under 
which  the  sites  are  operated  and  also  to  preserve  the  general 
amenities  of  the  area  in  which  this  type  of  development  has  been 
permitted.  Residential  sites  seem  to  be  in  ever  increasing  demand 
throughout  the  district  and  all  the  residential  sites  have  been 
fully  occupied. 

The  tendency  to  increase  the  size  of  residential  living  vans 
is  welcorred,  as  in  the  past  it  has  been  observed  that  many 
residential  vans  had  too  many  occupants.  In  one  case  only  has 
the  owner  of  the  land  taken  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (now  repealed)  under  which 
he  was  permitted  to  use  the  land  for  not  more  than  42  consecutive 
days  or  60  days  in  the  aggregate  in  any  twelve  months  without 
a licence. 

In  the  Swanbridge  area  of  the  district  where  there  are  two 
caravan  sites  the  Council  are  still  taking  steps  to  provide  a proper 
sewage  system  for  this  area  so  that  the  existing  sea  outfalls  taking 
the  sewage  from  these  sites  can  be  dispensed  with. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 
came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  1960,  and  this  Act  will  give 
local  authorities  greater  control  over  caravanning  generally. 

The  Council  have  already  given  careful  consideration  to 
conditions  regulating  the  use  of  land  as  caravan  sites  for  holiday 
caravans  and  also  for  residential  caravans  and  a meeting  between 
the  Council  and  their  officers,  the  Camping  Sites  Committee  and 
Site  Operators  in  the  Council’s  district  was  held  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  submission  of  detailed 
plans  by  the  site  operators  the  Council  will  be  in  a position  to 
issue  new  licences  under  this  Act  in  the  early  part  of  1961. 
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FACTORIES  ACT,  1959— SECTION  9 
TRANSFER  OF  FUNCTIONS 

Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act,  1959,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  December,  1960,  provided  that  duties  under 
Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  relating  to  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  from  certain  buildings  which  have  hitherto  been 
carried  out  by  the  district  Council  shall,  in  the  future,  be  exercised 
by  Fire  Authorities. 

The  transfer  of  this  function  appears  logical  since  the  fire 
prevention  is  closely  related  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
and  these  should  be  functions  of  Fire  Authorities. 

At  the  operative  date  documents  relating  to  existing  certificates 
were  passed  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  Fire  Service  who 
are  now  the  responsible  authority. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  premises  within  the  rural 
district  which  have  been  affected  by  this  transfer.

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SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

The  Council  is  in  the  happy  position  of  having  dealt  with 
practically  all  the  unfit  and  overcrowded  properties  recorded  at 
the  time  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  in  the  years  1947/50.  In 
1950  at  the  conclusion  of  the  survey  it  was  reported  that  there 
were  507  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  the  Council’s 
district  and  in  addition  to  this  number  there  were  87  families 
living  in  hutments  of  a very  poor  housing  standard.  Since  then, 
however,  the  Council  have  pursued  a very  progressive  housing 
policy  with  creditable  results.  In  September,  1960,  it  was  reported 
that  there  were  only  11  applicants  of  unfit  properties  on  the 
Council’s  register  of  applicants  for  Council  houses.  It  was  also 
reported  that  there  were  only  37  unfit  properties  in  the  whole  of 
the  Council’s  district  comprising  approximately  13,535  dwelling- 
houses.  This  in  terms  of  percentages  is  only  0.3%  and  I would 
point  out  that  the  majority  of  these  unfit  dwellings  are  occupied 
by  elderly  persons  many  of  them  owner-occupiers  who  wish  to 
remain  in  their  present  accommodation,  where  they  have  spent 
most  of  their  lives.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  these 
cottages  are  maintained  in  a comfortable  condition. 

A survey  of  premises  occupied  by  applicants  for  Council 
accommodation  was  carried  out  by  your  inspectors  during  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August,  1960,  when  462  of  the  469 
premises  occupied  by  the  applicants  were  visited  by  your 
inspectors.  It  was  found  that  many  applicants  were  comfortably 
accommodated  and  they  were  duly  informed  that  their  application 
for  Council  accommodation  could  not  be  considered  by  the 
selection  Committee  at  the  present  time.  It  was  also  noted 
during  the  survey  that  154  applicants  occupied  dwellings  which 
were  of  a good  standard  of  accommodation  excepting  that  they 
lacked  amenities  such  as  bath-rooms,  water  closets  or  suitable 
sculleries.  The  Council  were  of  the  opinion  that  these  dwellings 
could  be  provided  with  improved  sanitary  facilities  with  grant 
aid  and  it  would  not  then  be  necessary  to  consider  them  as 
applicants  for  Council  accommodation.  The  owners  of  these 
properties  were  accordingly  written  to  and  informed  of  the  grants 
available  to  improve  their  properties,  but  it  is  too  soon  as  yet  to 
assess  the  result  of  this  action. 

The  general  standard  of  maintenance  of  dwellinghouses 
throughout  the  district  is  good  and  has  undoubtedly  improved 
since  the  introduction  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  which  imposes  a 
duty  on  landlords  of  controlled  properties  to  maintain  tenanted

dwellinghouses  in  a good  state  of  repair  and  decorative  condition. 
When  landlords  default  tenants  have  a right  to  apply  for  a 
certificate  of  disrepair  which,  if  granted  gives  the  tenant  authority 
to  withhold  any  increased  rent  until  the  work  of  repair  has  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  Several  certificates  of  disrepair  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

A substantial  number  of  the  owner-occupier  type  of  dwellings 
are  being  built  in  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch,  Llanedeyrn,  Radyr 
and  Dinas  Powis.  Land  for  building  purposes  is  very  limited  in 
the  parish  of  Whitchurch  and  recently  there  has  been  a demand 
for  the  three  storey  type  of  flats.  No  doubt  the  demand  for  this 
type  of  dwelling  will  increase  as  building  land  becomes  more 
limited. 

The  following  tables  reproduced  from  the  Clerk’s  report  to 
the  Housing  Committee  of  September,  1960,  give  an  analysis  of 
Table  I — Analysis  of  Applicants,  and  Table  II — Housing  Need  as 
revealed  by  the  survey  previously  mentioned  in  this  report.

In  my  report  for  the  year  1959  1 referred  to  the  Oak  House 
Flats,  Whitchurch,  intended  primarily  for  elderly  people,  and  the 
attached  communal  room  where  they  congregate  for  concerts, 
television,  games  and  other  social  functions.  This  has  been  a 
source  of  added  comfort  and  interest  to  the  young  as  well  as  the 
elderly  because  there  are  occasions  when  children’s  parties  are 
held  in  the  communal  room,  this  is  permitted  only  when  the  room 
is  not  required  for  other  purposes. 

During  the  year  1960  a block  of  six  two-bedroomed  flats  for 
normal  letting,  but  incorporating  a communal  room  for  use  by 
the  whole  of  the  Council’s  housing  estate  at  the  Murch,  Dinas 
Powis,  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
Councillor  W.  J.  George,  J.P.,  on  the  28th  November,  1960. 
The  flats  are  named  Youldon  House  as  a tribute  to  Mr.  Youldon, 
the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  communal  room 
contains  kitchen,  store  room  and  toilets  and  is  intended  for  the 
holding  of  social  functions  such  as  concerts,  parties,  etc.  This 
is  another  example  of  the  Council’s  enterprise  in  an  endeavour 
to  give  added  amenities  to  their  housing  estates. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

It  was  necessary  in  only  one  case  to  apply  the  above  Act. 

On  Wednesday,  10th  February,  1960,  arrangements  were 
made  under  the  above  Act  for  the  admittance  of  an  elderly  man 
(aged  85  years)  to  hospital.  He  died  on  the  12th  February,  1960.

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SECTION  E 


MILK 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order, 
1954,  brought  about  the  establishment  of  “specified  areas”  in 
which  all  milk  sold  must  be  of  “Special  Designation” : pasteurised, 
sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  The  Cardiff  Rural  District 
forms  part  of  one  of  these  areas. 

Supervision  of  the  process  of  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
remains  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food. 

The  practice  of  submitting  routine  samples  of  raw  ungraded 
milk  for  biological  examination  has  now  ceased  and  it  is  left  to 
District  Medical  Officers  to  decide  whether  samples  should  be 
submitted  in  those  cases  where  they  might  usefully  be  examined 
in  pursuance  of  preventive  measures  against  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  in  milk.  In  no  case  was  this  considered  necessary 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 
1960,  came  into  force,  and  provided  that  inter  alia: 

{a)  All  dealers’  licences  will  be  issued  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  and  will  cover  a period  of  five  years. 

(b)  It  will  be  no  longer  necessary  for  a dealer  to  permit 
samples  of  milk  to  be  taken  free  of  charge. 

The  effect  of  {a)  is  that  the  control  of  licensing  passes  from 
the  District  Council  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Premises  Registered  for  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream 
and/or  Sausages,  etc. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number 
of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  giving  a total  of  95  premises  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  22  premises  registered  for  the  manu- 
facture of  cooked  or  preserved  meats. 

Ice-Cream 

Fourteen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  bacteri- 
ological examination,  and  as  indicated  below  all  were  of  a satis- 
factory standard. 
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All  the  ice-cream  at  present  sold  within  the  Council’s  district 
is  manufactured  in  other  local  authority  areas  and  purchased  and 
sold  pre-packed.  Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  officers 
of  other  authorities  in  the  case  of  possible  contamination. 

It  is  of  interest  that  during  the  year  plans  were  passed  for  a 
small  building  in  the  Whitchurch  area  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream.  As  yet  the  installation  is  not  completed,  but  manu- 
facture is  expected  to  start  early  in  1961.

CONDEMNED  FOODS 

The  undermentioned  articles  of  food  were  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered and  certified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Con- 
demned tinned  meats  and  vegetables  are  utilised  for  pig  feeding 
and  fats  such  as  butter,  cheese,  bacon,  etc.,  are  returned  to  whole- 
salers to  be  used  for  manufacturing  purposes.

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations  1960 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  November, 
1960,  and  provide  that: — 

All  unfit  meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  sterilised  before  it 
leaves  the  premises  or  removed  by  arrangement  with  an  authorised 
officer  of  the  local  authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised 
or  destroyed. 
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All  meat  from  knackers*  yards  must  be  stained  or  sterilised 
before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

Persons  retailing  pets’  meat  cannot  now  obtain  unfit  meat 
from  slaughterhouses  unless  it  is  sterilised. 

Butchers  who  find  that  meat  in  their  possession  has  become 
unfit  must  arrange  for  its  sterilisation  or  removal  from  the  premises 
without  unnecessary  delay. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  question  of  providing  adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities 
for  the  meat  traders  of  the  distrct  arose  during  the  year  when  all 
local  authorities  were  required  to  submit  to  the  Minister  a report 
on  the  existing  and  future  requirements  of  their  district.  It  was 
reported  that  (a)  there  are  no  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district;  (b)  there  are  no  slaughterhouse  licences  in  force  in  any 
part  of  the  district  and  (c)  there  are  no  outstanding  applications 
for  new  slaughterhouse  licences. 

The  twenty  meat  traders  operating  in  the  district  were 
approached  during  the  derationing  period  of  1954.  They  gave 
details  of  their  weekly  requirements  of  beef,  lamb,  mutton,  veal 
and  pork  and  the  sources  of  their  supply.  Only  two  of  the 
butchers  used  slaughterhouses  of  their  own  in  pre-war  years,  and 
both  premises  were  unsuitable.  They  were  persuaded  to  use 
facilities  afforded  by  modern  public  abattoirs  situated  within  a 
few  miles  of  their  premises,  and  this  they  agreed  to  do,  and  have 
continued  to  do  so  for  the  past  six  years. 

I have  been  assured  by  officers  in  charge  of  public  abattoirs 
in  neighbouring  authorities  that  they  have  ample  facilities  for 
meeting  the  requirements  of  butchers  situated  in  the  rural  district. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 
THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 


The  rapid  development  of  private  housing  estates  in  the  area 
has  brought  about  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  food  shops 
and  in  particular  the  establishment  of  new  shopping  centres  in 
the  Heol  Llanishen  Fach,  Rhiwbina,  and  Lon-y-Celyn,  Whitchurch 
areas. 

In  addition  an  increasing  number  of  existing  shops  are  being 
altered  to  modern  standards  and/or  being  re-equipped.  The 
introduction  during  the  last  few  years  of  new  materials,  particu- 
larly by  the  plastics  industry,  and  a much  wider  use  of  refrigerated 
storage  for  perishable  goods  has  had  a beneficial  effect  on  the 
food  trades. 

In  general,  a satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  was  observed 
and  strict  supervision  exercised  to  maintain  and  where  necessary 
improve  the  standard. 

On  the  1st  November,  1960,  the  Food  Hygiene  General 
Regulations,  1960,  came  into  force.  These  regulations  consolidate 
and  amend  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-57,  and  extend 
the  scope  of  the  Regulations  to  certain  ships. 

The  principal  changes  in  the  Regulations  are: — 

{a)  The  extension  of  the  definition  of  the  “handling  of  food” 
to  include  the  cleaning  of  food  utensils  and  equipment. 

{b)  The  relaxation  in  certain  respects  of  regulation  25  of  the 
1955  Regulations  dealing  with  the  temperature  at  which 
foods  are  to  be  kept  on  catering  premises. 

(c)  The  person  carrying  on  a food  business  is  principally 
responsible  for  securing  compliance  with  the  regulations, 
but  a manager  or  foreman  is  also  required  to  take  all 
reasonable  steps  to  secure  compliance  by  the  food 
handlers  under  his  control. 

Further  attention  has  been  given  by  your  officers  to  mobile 
shops  operating  in  the  area.  A larger  number  of  purpose  built 
vehicles  are  in  operation  permitting  a high  standard  of  hygiene, 
but  converted  vehicles  such  as  old  buses,  etc.,  still  present  some 
problems. 
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Hours  of  closing,  weekly  half-holiday,  Sunday  trading  and 
restrictions  on  the  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  have 
been  subjected  to  checks  during  the  year.  Because  of  the  wide 
range  of  goods  which  are  permitted  to  be  sold,  Sunday  trading 
presents  some  difficulty  and  during  the  year  the  local  member  of 
Parliament  requested  the  Council  to  comment  on  the  anomolies 
in  the  transactions  for  which  purpose  a shop  may  be  open  for 
the  serving  of  customers  on  Sunday.  Two  cases  of  contraventions 
were  reported  during  the  year,  but  in  neither  case  was  legal  pro- 
ceedings considered  necessary. 

Two  complaints  were  received  relating  to  suspected  unfit 
food. 

The  first  case  concerned  a tin  of  grapefruit,  which  on  being 
opened  appeared  to  be  affected  by  mould.  On  laboratory  exam- 
ination, this  “mould”  was  found  to  be  crystallised  Naringin,  a 
natural  glucocide  in  grapefruit  which  is  crystallised  out  after 
long  periods,  or  in  some  cases  cold  storage. 

The  manager  of  the  store  which  supplied  the  fruit  was 
informed,  and  the  remaining  stocks  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

The  second  case  concerned  mince  pies  in  which  the  mince- 
meat was  alleged  to  be  “contaminated.”  Laboratory  examination 
produced  no  evidence  to  support  the  allegation,  but  the  attention 
of  the  baker  concerned  in  the  production  of  the  mince  pies  was 
drawn  to  this  matter. 

An  interesting  development  within  the  District  is  the  growth 
of  the  “broiler  industry”  involving  intensive  rearing  of  chickens 
to  the  age  of  approximately  ten  weeks  for  slaughter. 

Three  “packing  stations”  are  operating  within  the  district, 
dealing  with  approximately  5,000  chickens  per  week,  and  super- 
vision over  the  killing  and  packing  processes  is  maintained. 

This  has  meant  additional  work  for  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Inspectors  who  hold  the  special  qualifications  for  meat 
and  other  foods. 

It  has  in  some  cases  meant  some  evening  work  as  there  is 
no  control  over  the  hours  of  slaughtering.  Under  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1954,  unfortunately,  the  definition  of  meat  does  not 
include  poultry  and  consequently  the  hours  of  killing  could  not 
be  regulated. 
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Broiler  carcases  are  rarely  affected  by  pathological  conditions 
rendering  the  carcases  unfit  for  food,  but  ante-mortem  and  post- 
mortem inspection  to  eliminate  diseased  birds  is  important — 
the  most  common  cause  for  rejection  of  carcases  have  been  their 
poor  nutritive  condition  and  extensive  bruising  and  external 
injuries  due  to  pecking  by  other  birds  prior  to  slaughter. 

In  soime  instances  the  disposal  of  offal  and  waste  products 
from  the  industry  can  present  a problem  but  in  the  rural  district 
where  the  owners  of  the  premises  have  considerable  areas  of  land 
the  disposal  of  the  bye  products  has  to  date  given  no  rise  for 
concern. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  broiler  industry  throughout 
Great  Britain  will  produce  200  million  birds  in  1965,  and  the 
growth  of  the  industry  is  being  carefully  watched  by  Public  Health 
authorities.  In  addition  the  Food  Hygiene  section  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  is  preparing  a “Code  of  Practice”  for  the  poultry  industry 
generally. 


FOOD  POISONING 

During  the  year  thirteen  persons  were  notified  as  suffering 
from  food  poisoning.  Three  of  the  affected  persons  were  members 
of  one  family;  two  were  isolated  cases  and  the  remaining  eight 
were  all  involved  in  a single  outbreak  at  St.  Nicholas. 

Case  No.  1 

This  involved  a boy  of  two  years  who  was  treated  at  home. 
Swabs  from  the  patient  indicated  the  presence  of  salmonella 
typhi-murium  but  examinations  of  suspected  foods  showed 
negative  results.  Family  contacts  were  swabbed  and  found  to 
be  negative  and  no  other  cases  were  notified. 

Case  No.  2 

This  involved  three  members  of  a family;  a father  aged  46, 
son  aged  19  and  a daughter  aged  16.  The  original  notification 
was  in  respect  of  the  daughter  and  subsequent  swabs  from  contacts 
revealed  that  both  the  father  and  son  were  affected.  Tinned 
macaroni  pudding  was  the  suspected  focus  of  infection  but, 
unfortunately,  no  sample  was  available  for  examination  and  no 
definite  source  of  infection  could  be  traced.  Illness  was  not 
severe  and  all  the  patients  recovered  rapidly. 
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Case  No.  3 

This  involved  a total  of  eight  cases  and  followed  investigation 
at  a farm  by  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  into  the  death  of  two  cattle  from  infection 
with  salmonella  typhi-murium.  Members  of  the  family  and 
staff  on  the  farm  and  several  other  persons  in  the  neighbourhood 
who  had  been  reported  as  suffering  from  symptoms  of  food 
poisoning  were  swabbed  and  positive  results  were  obtained  in 
eight  cases.  The  focus  of  infection  in  this  case  was  the  milk 
produced  at  the  farm. 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  the  information  regarding  the 
presence  of  this  organism  arrangements  were  made  for  the  milk 
supply  at  the  farm  to  be  pasteurised  before  sale  to  the  public. 

One  of  the  patients  was  admitted  to  hospital,  the  remainder 
were  treated  at  home. 

Case  No.  4 

This  case  occurred  in  a female  aged  15  years,  the  illness  was 
not  severe  and  the  patient  was  nursed  at  home.  The  cause  of 
the  illness  was  salmonella  typhi-murium  but  investigations 
revealed  no  appropriate  source  of  infection.  Family  contacts 
were  swabbed  with  negative  results  and  no  other  cases  were 
notified.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES 

In  1960  two  hundred  and  fourteen  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  were  received  in  the  department,  a considerable  decrease 
over  the  total  of  696  notifications  received  in  1959.  This  decrease 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  in  1959  there  were  559  cases  of  measles 
whilst  in  1960  the  number  notified  was  only  105. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty-one  cases  were  notified  of  which  none  were  admitted 
to  hospital.  This  is  an  increase  on  last  year  when  16  cases  were 
notified.  The  fact  that  no  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  is 
an  indication  that  there  were  no  special  circumstances  in  the  home 
which  required  this  to  be  done. 

Measles 

The  pattern  of  the  incidence  of  measles  as  far  as  this  district 
is  concerned  has  continued  to  show  a biennial  incidence  of 
epidemic  proportions.  In  1959  there  were  557  cases  as  I have 
mentioned  previously  and  this  two-year  peak  and  decline  is 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  this  year  there  were  only  105  cases 
and  in  1958  there  were  only  74. 

Diphtheria 

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  repeat  the  comment  that  for 
many  years  there  have  been  no  notifications  of  this  disease  and 
once  again,  too,  it  is  important  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  the 
continuance  of  diphtheria  immunisation  and  booster  doses  which 
have  undoubtedly  been  the  reason  for  the  virtual  disappearance 
of  this  disease.  However,  it  cannot  be  stated  too  often  that  full 
use  should  be  made  of  the  immunisation  service  which  is  provided 
by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  to  maintain  this  record  of 
complete  freedom  from  diphtheria  in  the  district.  I have  received 
the  following  table  from  the  South  East  Glamorgan  Divisional 
Medical  Officer: —

Vaccinations  against  Smallpox 

This  service  is  also  provided  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  and  due  to  the  method  of  record  keeping  employed  in  his 
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office,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  a completely  accurate  figure  for 
the  number  of  vaccinations  which  were  carried  out  but  it  appears 
that  a reasonable  estimate  would  be  550  vaccinations. 

Whooping  Cough 

This  year  21  notifications  of  whooping  cough  were  received 
compared  with  only  one  for  last  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  number  of  immunisations  during  1960  was  considerably 
less  than  for  the  previous  year.  For  this  year  the  figure  is: —

For  last  year  490  immunisations  under  five  years  of  age  and 
five  booster  doses  were  given. 

Dysentery 

Nineteen  notifications  were  received  in  1960  as  compared 
with  59  for  the  previous  year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  Rhydlafar  Hospital  and  a total  number  of  1 1 patients  were 
admitted  to  Lansdowne  Hospital : formerly  City  Isolation  Hospital). 
All  cases  reported  were  of  Sonne  dysentery. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

Once  again  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  it  is  perhaps  reasonable  to  draw  the  conclusion  from  the 
absence  of  cases  during  1960  and  the  previous  year  that  the  benefit 
of  the  immunisation  service  against  this  disease  is  now  taking 
effect.  A total  of  2,981  injections  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were 
given  in  the  South  East  Glamorgan  Division  but  unfortunately  it 
is  not  possible  to  state  what  proportion  of  this  number  were 
actually  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  16  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one 
of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified.  This  compares 
favourably  with  the  figure  of  24  and  4 respectively  for  1959.  The 
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following  tables  gives  the  number  of  notifications  during  the  past

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES) 
AMENDMENT  REGULATIONS,  1960 


A circular  letter  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  was  received 
on  14th  November,  1960,  in  connection  with  the  above  regulations 
which  came  into  operation  on  1st  December,  1960.  These 
regulations  provide  for  the  notification  by  medical  practitioners 
to  medical  officers  of  health  of  all  cases  of  anthrax. 

Medical  practitioners  are  already  required  under  section  66 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  to  notify  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Factories  of  cases  of  anthrax  contracted  in  any  factory.  The 
Committee  of  Inquiry  on  Anthrax,  included  in  its  report,  pub- 
lished in  November,  1959,  a recommendation  that  in  addition 
anthrax  should  be  made  a notifiable  disease  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts.  The  Committee  considered  that  the  practical 
advantages  of  notification  of  anthrax  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  would  be  as  follows: — 

First,  there  would  be  an  increased  awareness  among  general 
practitioners  of  the  possibility  of  cases  of  anthrax  occurring. 
Secondly,  the  general  practitioner  would  be  more  likely  to  turn 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  help  and  guidance  on  where 
to  send  cases  for  a second  opinion  or  for  treatment.  Both  of 
these  considerations  would  help  in  identifying  cases  of  anthrax 
and  in  seeing  they  were  referred  promptly  to  an  appropriate 
hospital.  Thirdly,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  would  be  em- 
powered to  investigate  the  source  of  infection  and  take  any 
necessary  action  in  cases  occurring  outside  the  scope  of  the 
Factories  Acts  where,  at  present,  no  one  has  this  responsibility. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  on  Anthrax 
were  concerned  to  ensure  that  the  existing  statutory  obligation 
of  medical  practitioners  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  to  notify 
cases  of  anthrax  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  should  not 
be  overlooked  as  a result  of  new  arrangements  for  the  notification 
of  anthrax  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Anthrax  is 
primarily  an  industrial  disease.  It  is  for  the  Factory  Inspectorate 
to  see  that  proper  precautions  are  taken  in  premises  covered  by 
the  Factories  Acts  and,  where  a case  occurs,  that  consignments 
of  goods  are  traced  so  that  any  other  factory  which  may  have 
received  material  suspected  of  infection  can  be  warned.  For  this 
reason  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  specifically  recommended  that 
steps  should  be  taken  to  remind  doctors  that  anthrax  continues 
to  be  a notifiable  disease  under  the  Factories  Acts. 
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The  Minister  considers  that  a reminder  to  this  effect  would 
be  desirable.  It  is  suggested  that  it  could  conveniently  be  given 
in  a covering  note  to  the  prescribed  form  of  notification. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  stated  that  it  is  important  that 
every  local  authority  should  cause  notices  of  the  Regulations  to 
be  given  to  all  medical  practitioners  resident  or  practising  within 
their  area  and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  make  the  Regulations 
as  widely  known  as  possible.  In  accordance  with  these  directions 
immediate  steps  were  taken  by  the  department  to  circulate  notices 
to  all  medical  practitioners  concerned. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960,  which  received  the  Royal 
Assent  on  27th  October,  1960,  came  into  operation  on  27th 
November,  1960. 

Noise  or  vibration  which  would  amount  to  a nuisance  at 
common  law  becomes  a statutory  nuisance  which  can  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Under  this  procedure, 
local  authorities  will  be  able  to  require  the  abatement  of  a noise 
or  vibration  nuisance  by  the  service  of  an  abatement  notice  on 
the  person  causing  the  nuisance  or  on  the  owner  or  occupier  of 
premises  on  which  it  arises  and  if  the  notice  is  not  complied  with 
it  can  be  enforced  by  proceedings  in  a magistrate’s  court.  Apart 
from  action  by  a local  authority,  three  or  more  occupiers  of  land 
or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  a noise  or  vibration  nuisance 
may  make  a complaint  to  a magistrate. 

The  Act  does  not  apply  to  noise  or  vibration  caused  by 
aircraft,  which  are  subject  to  other  statutory  controls,  nor  to 
noise  or  vibration  caused  by  statutory  undertakers  in  the  exercise 
of  their  powers.  In  the  case  of  noise  or  vibration  caused  in  the 
course  of  a trade  or  business,  it  is  a defence  in  any  proceedings 
to  show  that  the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for 
preventing  it  and  counteracting  its  effect. 

The  Act  deals  with  the  use  of  loudspeakers  in  streets.  It 
prohibits  their  use  for  any  purpose  between  9 p.m.  and  8 a.m., 
except  in  the  special  circumstances  defined  in  sub-section  2 of  the 
section  and  at  any  other  time  for  advertising  any  trade,  business 
or  entertainment,  with  the  exception  that  between  noon  and 
7 p.m.  a loudspeaker  fixed  to  a vehicle  used  for  the  sale  of  perish- 
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able  foodstuffs  may  be  operated  to  announce  that  the  commodities 
are  on  sale:  the  loudspeaker  is,  however,  not  to  be  so  operated 
as  to  give  reasonable  cause  for  annoyance  to  persons  in  the 
vicinity.  The  penalty  for  the  operation  of  a loudspeaker  in 
contravention  of  section  2 is  a fine  not  exceeding  £10,  and  pro- 
ceedings for  an  offence  under  the  section  may  be  instituted  by 
any  local  authority  (including  county  councils  and  parish  councils) 
in  whose  area  the  offence  was  committed. 

Now  that  these  provisions  are  of  general  application,  the 
Minister  hopes  that  local  authorities  will  take  full  advantage 
of  them.
